Major blizzard in US Midwest 
threatens holiday travel 


CHICAGO (AFP) - A massive 
and deadly winter snowstorm 
blanketed the US Midwest 
yesterday, grounding hundreds 
of planes and making roads 
and highways impassable as 
travelers gear up for the Christ¬ 
mas holiday. 

The region's first big storm 
of the season dumped more 
than a foot (30 centimeters) of 
snow in parts of Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Minnesota as the 
powerful system moved 
slowly eastward. 

Winds with gusts as high as 
50 miles (80 kilometers) per 
hour felled trees and power 
lines, leaving tens of thousands 


of homes in the dark and cold. 

Snow drifts reached as high 
as four feet in some places and 
visibility was down to near 
zero, the National Weather 
Service reported. 

At least one person was 
killed in a 25-vehicle pileup 
after conditions got so bad on a 
major Iowa highway that peo¬ 
ple couldn't see the cars and big 
trucks that had slowed down or 
stopped ahead of them. 

Roads across the state were 
blocked by jack-knifed trucks 
and stalled cars as officials 
pleaded with people to stay 
home.

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Santa Rosa to introduceJ ersey cattle in 2013 
Will probe possibility of fresh milk and meat locally 



ORANJESTAD - Santa Rosa, 
the Department of Agriculture, 
Livestock and Fisheries, will 
introduce Jersey cattle in the 
year 2013. The department 
will import a bull and three 
cows to investigate the possi¬ 
bility of raising cattle on 
Aruba. Jersey cattle are a small 
breed of dairy cattle originally 
bred in the Channel Island of 
Jersey. 

The Jersey cow is quite 
small, ranging around only 
400-500 kilograms (880—1,100 
lb). The main factor contribut¬ 
ing to the popularity of the 
breed has been their greater 
economy of production, due to: 

• The ability to carry a 
larger number of effective 
milking cows per unit area due 
to lower body weight, hence 
lower maintenance require¬ 
ments, and superior grazing 
ability. 

• Calving ease and a 


relatively lower rate of dys¬ 
topia, leading to their popula¬ 
rity in crossbreeding with 
other dairy and even beef 
breeds to reduce calving re¬ 
lated injuries. 

• High fertility 

• High butterfat condi¬ 
tions, 4.84% butterfat and 
3.95% protein, and the ability 
to thrive on locally produced 
food. Bulls are also small, 
ranging from 540 to 820 kg 
(1200 to 1800 pounds), and 

are notoriously aggressive. 

Jersey cattle are more toler¬ 
ant of heat than the larger 
breeds. It produces more 
pounds of milk per pound of 
body weight than any other 
breed, an average of 20 liter per 
day, depending on its nutrition. 
Most Jerseys produce far in ex¬ 
cess of 13 times their body- 
weight in milk each lactation. 

They come in all shades of 
brown, from light tan to almost 
black. They are calm and 
docile animals, but tend to be 
a bit more nervous than other 
dairy cow breeds. Jersey cattle 
are the second best dairy pro¬ 
ducers after Frisian cows. 

Santa Rosa is also re-intro- 
ducing the French Alpine goat. 

Alpine is a breed of domes¬ 
tic goat known for its very 
good milking ability. They are 
multi-colored and have no set 
markings.

A regional energy company 
said the storm had cut power to 
more than 40,000 households 
and businesses in Iowa, where 
nearly a foot of snow had 
fallen in the capital, Des 
Moines. 

The storm had also dumped 
more than two feet of snow in 
parts of the western US, in¬ 
cluding Washington state and 
Wyoming on Wednesday. 

Airlines canceled more than 
400 flights and passengers also 
encountered delays of up to 
four hours at Chicago’s 
bustling O'Hare airport, one of 
the busiest in the world. 

Rain made Chicago's run¬ 
ways and roads slick yesterday 
morning and heavy snow fell 
around 3:00 pm — just in time 
to snarl the evening commute. 

Another 124 flights were 
cancelled at the city's second¬ 
ary airport, Midway. 

Delays and cancelations 
could affect travel across the 
country, especially since many 
passengers need to change 
planes in Chicago or are reliant 
on aircraft that pass through 
the major aviation hub.

THE HAGUE - The Dutch 
province Groningen and sev¬ 
eral environmental organiza¬ 
tions brainstorm about plans 
for a new island in the Wadden 
Sea, newspaper Trouw re¬ 
ported Thursday. 

An enormous sand bank of 
about 500 acres somewhere 
between the Dutch island Rot- 
tumeroog, the German island 
Borkum and the mainland 
would probably serve both 
ecological and economic 
needs, director of environmen¬ 
tal organization Natuur en Mi¬ 
lieu Federatie (NMG) Siegbert 
van der Velde told public 
broadcast company NOS. 

The costs of the island’s 
construction are roughly esti¬ 
mated at 1 billion euros. 

The Eemshaven is the 
biggest seaport in the northern 
part of the Netherlands and 
wants to become one of the 
largest renewable energy ports 
of Europe. But the supply of 


gas and coal is problematic be¬ 
cause ships have little time to 
enter the port at high tide. 

According to van der Velde, 
the northwest side of the island 
could consist of salt marshes 
and beach, while on the south 
side a complete port with a 
transshipment terminal could 
be constructed. 

If the island would be built 
it could slow sea currents to¬ 
wards the Eems, the river that 
discharges into the Wadden 
Sea. These measures would di¬ 
minish mud streams towards 
the river. 

In addition, plans for a new 
port on the island would imply 
that sea tankers would be able 
to transship cargo to smaller 
tankers, which takes away the 
need to deepen the river’s fair¬ 
way. This allows sand banks to 
recover, while it saves the local 
government an annual dredg¬ 
ing cost of 18 million euros.

WHO head warns 
diseases set to rise 


HONG KONG (AFP) - The 
head of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization warned Thursday 
that infectious diseases will 
spread more easily in the fu¬ 
ture due to globalisation, 
changing lifestyles and rising 
population densities. 

"The future looks very 
bright for microbes, not so 
good for humanity," Margaret 
Chan told a luncheon in her 
hometown Hong Kong, the 
site of a major outbreak of the 
SARS virus in 2003 that killed 
almost 300 people in the city. 

Higher population density, 
industrialisation of food pro¬ 
duction and the increase in in¬ 
ternational travel have 
provided many opportunities 
for communicable diseases to 
spread, she said. 

But the WHO head said not 
all new diseases will be as 
"devastating" as the outbreak 
of SARS that killed more than 
800 people worldwide and the 


H1N1 epidemic that caused at 
least 17,000 deaths. 

Chan said one reason that 
infectious diseases have been 
on the rise in the region and 
China was due to the habit of 
eating the meat of exotic ani¬ 
mals, as most new diseases are 
spread from animals to hu¬ 
mans. 

"Constant mutation and 
adaptation are survival mecha¬ 
nisms of the microbial world, 
these organisms are well 
equipped to take advantage of 
every opportunity to jump the 
species barrier," she said. 

The WHO issued a global 
alert in September for a SARS- 
like coronavirus which killed 
two people in Qatar, one in 
Saudi Arabia and two in Jor¬ 
dan. 

The WHO says the coron¬ 
avirus detected in the Middle 
East this year was unrelated to 
SARS and is a novel form of 
the germ. 


Bolivia announces amnesty 
to ease jail overcrowding 


LA PAZ- President Evo 
Morales announced Thursday 
he will propose pardons for 
some categories of inmates to 
ease conditions in Bolivia’s 
horrendously overcrowded 
jails. 

Bolivia has nearly 14,000 
people behind bars, three times 
the capacity for which its pris¬ 
ons were built. Only El Sal¬ 
vador's are more overcrowded, 
according to a recent report by 
the Organization of American 
States. 

Morales spoke a day after in¬ 
mates at a prison in La Paz, 


one of the most packed, staged 
a protest to demand better con¬ 
ditions. 

Prisoners at five other facili¬ 
ties had staged similar protests, 
and said they would carry out 
more unless Morales acted be¬ 
fore Christmas. 

They are people under 25, 
women over age 55, men over 
58 — all of them have to have 
served at least a third of their 
sentences — or people with se¬ 
rious or terminal diseases. Also 
on the list would be prisoners 
with children under age 12.

Record vote against death 
penalty at UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
A record 111 countries voted 
Thursday for a moratorium on 
capital punishment at a 
keynote UN General Assem¬ 
bly human rights meeting. 

Although not legally bind¬ 
ing, campaigners say the vote 
held every two years sends a 
strong signal to the slowly 
shrinking number of nations — 
including China, Iran and the 
United States — that still exe¬ 
cute prisoners. 

There were 111 votes in 
favor of a moratorium, four 
more than in 2010. 

Among the 41 countries that 
voted against the moratium 
were the United States, China, 
Japan, India, Iran, North Korea 
and Saudi Arabia. Thirty-four 
countries abstained. 

European nations have 
pressed hard for votes backing 
a moratorium. But Norway's 
ambassador Geir Pedersen said 
the growing numbers backing 


an end to capital punishment 
show "this is no longer domi¬ 
nated by western countries. 
This is a global campaign." 

"The importance of the vote 
is that it sends a very strong 
message to the international 
community across the board," 
Pedersen told AFP. "The Gen¬ 
eral Assembly is the one place 
where all nations are repre¬ 
sented and you have a strong 
majority in favor of a morato¬ 
rium." 

About 150 countries now 
have a moratorium or an out¬ 
right ban on capital punish¬ 
ment. Just 21 nations were 
reported to have carried out 
executions in 2011, according 
to rights groups. 

But the rights groups said 
the countries that still carry out 
executions remain hardcore. 

China executes thousands of 
prisoners a year, rights groups 
say, and Iran put to death more 


than 650 people in 2011, mak¬ 
ing it the highest per capita ex¬ 
ecutioner. 

Some countries defended 
maintaining their capital pun¬ 
ishment at a UN committee 
meeting last month where 110 
countries voted for a morato¬ 
rium. Japan said it had to keep 
the possibility of hanging pris¬ 
oners because "heinous" 
crimes are still being commit¬ 
ted. 

Thursday's vote was held a 
day after UN Human Rights 
Commissioner Navi Pillay 
called on Iraq to move toward 
abolishing the death penalty. 

Iraq executed 70 people in 
the first six months of this 
year, compared to 67 for the 
whole of 2011, and 18 in 2010, 
according to the UN mission in 
the country. 

A world congress against the 
death penalty is to be held in 
Madrid in June.

'Televisa' smugglers 
found guilty in 
Nicaragua 


MANAGUA (AFP) - A 
Nicaragua court has found 18 
Mexicans guilty of money 
laundering and drug traffick¬ 
ing after they crossed the bor¬ 
der in trucks stuffed with $9.2 
million and bearing the Tele¬ 
visa broadcaster’s logo. 

In what's become known as 
the "Televisa case," the 18 
crossed into the country in Au¬ 
gust in six trucks bearing the 
emblem of the world's largest 
Spanish-language network, 
which has denied any involve¬ 
ment. 

In its ruling the court sided 
with prosecutors, who had ar¬

gued that the defendants were 
part of an organized crime net¬ 
work that crisscrossed Central 
America disguised as journal¬ 
ists to smuggle money and 
drugs. 

The prosecution said traces 
of cocaine were found in the 
vehicles. 

The defendants insisted they 
were innocent, but were unable 
to prove they worked for the 
broadcaster. Televisa has de¬ 
nied any link to them and filed 
a lawsuit in Nicaragua accusing 
them of infringing on its logo. 

Prosecutors have requested 
the maximum sentence for each 
offense, which would see the 
18 convicted smugglers serve 
30 years in prison. Sentencing 
is scheduled for January 18.

2006, when the Mexican gov¬ 
ernment launched a major mil¬ 
itary crackdown that is seen as 
having been largely ineffective. 


Lawmakers demand return of US 
soldier jailed in Mexico 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
group of 68 US lawmakers on 
Thursday demanded Mexico 
take all possible measures to 
ensure the safe return of a for¬ 
mer US marine, jailed after 
crossing the border with an an¬ 
tique shotgun. 

Jon Hammar, 27, a veteran 
of the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, was arrested 
after entering Mexico on his 
way to Costa Rico for a surf¬ 
ing vacation. In Mexico, shot¬ 
guns are reserved for use by 
the armed forces. 

The US lawmakers insisted 
Hammar's case "is of the ut¬ 
most importance," alleging the 
former soldier has been mis¬ 
treated in prison, according to 
the letter released by Republi¬ 
can congresswoman Ileana 
Ros-Lehtinen. 

According to the letter, 


Hammar was told by 
Mexican customs agents 
he was allowed to bring 
the gun, which he inher¬ 
ited from his grandfather, 
into the country as long 
as he registered it imme¬ 
diately with authorities. 

The lawmakers write 
that Hammar, who has 
been treated for post- 
traumatic stress disorder after 
his deployments in Iraq and 
Afghanistan, has faced beat¬ 
ings and other abuses from fel¬ 


low prisoners. 

"His parents immediately 
began receiving extortion calls 
from these inmates," the letter 
states, adding "the inmates 
even forced Jon to speak to his 
parents on the phone and tell 
them to pay the money or he 
would be killed." 

His family has also accused 
Mexican prison authorities of 
repeatedly handcuffing Ham¬ 
mar to his bed, which Mexico 
denies.

OTTAWA (AFP) - Canada’s 
Conservative government will 
soon stop producing and dis¬ 
tributing medical marijuana, 


leaving it up to the private sec¬ 
tor in a policy change that an¬ 
gered critics. 

Canada's Health Minister 


Leona Aglukkaq made the an¬ 
nouncement this week, claim¬ 
ing current regulations "have 
left the system open to abuse." 

Aglukkaq said Ottawa 
would no longer produce and 
distribute marijuana for med¬ 
ical purposes. Instead, compa¬ 
nies will be licenced to grow 
and sell the product at market 
rates. 

Patients with a prescription 
from a doctor starting in 
March 2013 will be allowed to 
purchase a variety of strains of

marijuana from licensed pro¬ 
ducers, who will set prices. 

Also individuals will no 
longer be permitted to grow 
marijuana in their homes for 
their own personal use, said 
Aglukkaq. 

Police and fire officials 
claimed that home grow oper¬ 
ations are at "risk of abuse and 
exploitation by criminal ele¬ 
ments" and one in 22 catch 
fire, and so they applauded the 
move. 

Doctors however com¬ 
plained that they are being 
asked to write prescriptions for 
a substance that has not been 
clinically tested. Some risks 
such as lung disease from 
smoking it or pyschosis are 
known, while the benefits are 
only anecdotal, including relief 
from nausea and pain. 

And they said they are now 
being asked to be the sole gate¬ 
keepers of the program, accus¬ 
ing the government of 


abdicating its responsibility. 

Marijuana activists and op¬ 
position MPs meanwhile 
stepped up calls for both med¬ 
ical and recreational use of 
marijuana to be decriminal¬ 
ized, after two US states last 
month voted to legalize pot. 

Some 26,000 Canadians are 
authorized to use marijuana for 
medical purposes, up from 500 
a decade ago, according to 
government figures. 

As many as one million 
Canadians are believed to 
smoke it regularly for recre¬ 
ation, say polls. 

Canada's health department 
currently sells marijuana for 
Can$5 per gram, which it says 
is heavily subsidized by tax¬ 
payers. The street value can be 
as many as three times more. 

Some patients have said the 
government stash is weak and 
so turned to growing it them¬ 
selves.

'China is coal. 
Coal is China.' — 



PARIS (AFP) The IEA, the 
energy advisory arm of the Or¬ 
ganisation for Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development of 
34 industrialised nations, sees 
non-OECD developing coun¬ 
tries as driving the increase in 
coal consumption due to pop¬ 
ulation growth and rising elec¬ 
tricity consumption as their 
economies grow and mod¬ 
ernise. 

In its baseline scenario, the 
IEA sees rapid increases in 
power generation making 
India the second-largest coal 
consumer in 2017, displacing 
the United States where the 
shale gas boom makes coal 
uncompetitive. 

Chinese coal consumption 
is forecast to account for more 
than half of global demand by 
2014, with the country also 
displacing the United States as 
the biggest coal polluter on a 
per-capita basis. 

The IEA sees China's coal 
demand increasing by an aver¬ 
age of 3.7 percent per year to 
3,190 million tonnes of coal 
equivalent in 2017. 

Even in the case of a slow¬ 
down in the breakneck growth 
in the Chinese economy the 
IEA sees the country's use of 
coal growing by 2 percent per 
year, as well as the overall coal 
market growing. 

The agency said that given 


its position developments in 
the Chinese market would 
largely determine the course of 
the global coal market, saying: 
"China is coal. Coal is China." 

The IEA believes that cur¬ 
rent mining and port expan¬ 
sion projects are sufficient to 
meet China's rising needs, but 
expressed concern if the cur¬ 
rent low prices and uncertain¬ 
ties about the economic 
outlook make investors overly 
cautious. 

Cancellations or a slow¬ 
down in "...development proj¬ 
ects might lead to tightened 
international coal markets" in 
the next five years, the IEA 
warned. 

The report sees only the 
United States making reduc¬ 
tions on coal-based carbon 
emissions on per capita and 
per economic output measures 
thanks to cheap gas displacing 
coal. 

Increased coal use pushes 
up China's emissions on a per 
capita basis, displacing the 
United States as the top pol¬ 
luter. 

However. China is also seen 
as making the most gains in 
emissions efficiency, followed 
by the United States. 

Neither the Europe nor 
India are forecast to make con¬ 
siderable gains in emissions 
efficiency.

'Apocalypse Noah': 

Dutch Christian 
readies escape Ark

THE HAGUE (AFP) - A 
Dutch Christian has painstak¬ 
ingly prepared a lifeboat in his 
garden capable of saving 50 
people ahead of biblical floods 
he expects to accompany Fri¬ 
day's Mayan-foretold 'dooms¬ 
day.' 

"The Mayans weren't crazy, 
and if you also look at biblical 
prophecies, the mountains will 
melt like wax," Pieter Frank 
van der Meer told the left-wing 
Volkskrant daily on Thursday. 

A fervent Christian, Van der 
Meer bought the orange totally 
enclosed lifeboat for 13,000 
euros (around 17,000 dollars) 
and has installed a toilet, a 
sink, a child's car seat and food 
supplies. 

Around 35 people have re¬ 
served seats in the Norwegian- 
built boat, which currently sits 
in Van der Meer's garden in the 
central Netherlands village of 
Kootwijkerbroek, around 20 
kilometres (14 miles) from the 
sea. 

Passengers include his chil¬ 
dren and grandchildren, Van 
der Meer told the Dutch 
Protestant television pro¬ 


gramme "De Vijfde Dag" 
("The Fifth Day"). 

Van der Meer's son, Pieter, 
has obtained a roughly one- 
metre cubed plastic container 
reinforced with metal bars for 
the family's two dogs, com¬ 
plete with hay and food inside. 

"Here, they have a reason¬ 
able chance of survival," Van 
der Meer senior said. 

The family's goats will un¬ 
fortunately be left to their fate. 

He said that the alignment 
of the Solar System's planets 
on December 21 will generate 
and release huge amounts of 
cosmic energy. 

"This will activate the sun," 
he said. "It's difficult to say 
what exactly will happen with 
the sun, but you can expect an 
enormous solar flare," which 
could cause a tsunami or a sec¬ 
ond Flood. 

Alternatively, there may be 
a huge earthquake, and so he 
has bought a second-hand 
army Jeep with which to drive 
at speed to a location in a field 
where he and his family can 
pitch tents.

Pope urges City traders to seek 
Bible inspiration 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Pope 
Benedict XVI on Thursday 
urged Christian financial and 
political leaders to base their 
decisions on the Bible, taking 
the unusual step of writing an 
editorial for the Financial 
Times. 

"It is in the Gospel that 
Christians find inspiration for 
their daily lives and their in¬ 
volvement in worldly affairs - 
- be it in the Houses of 
Parliament or the Stock Ex¬ 
change," the pope said in the 


article, which was requested 
by the London-based newspa¬ 
per and was distributed by the 
Vatican press office. 

"Christians shouldn't shun 
the world, they should engage 
with it," he said. 

He had a word of warning 
for the City, however, saying 
that Jesus Christ himself had 
cautioned against "the relent¬ 
less pursuit of wealth". 

The pope also hinted at two 
issues close to his heart: the 
need for more morality in the 


world of finance and for laws 
that respect Christian ethics. 

"When Christians refuse to 
bow down before the false 
gods proposed today, it is not 
because of an antiquated 
world-view," he wrote. 

"Rather, it is because they 
are free from the constraints of 
ideology and inspired by such 
a noble vision of human des¬ 
tiny that they cannot collude 
with anything that undermines 
it," he said.

Natural, man-made 
disasters in 2012 
cost $140bn: 

Swiss Re 


ZURICH (AFP) - Natural 
and man-made disasters 
around the world this year, 
including Superstorm Sandy, 
will cost at least $140 billion 
(106 billion euros), according 
to a study published by Swiss 
insurance group Swiss Re. 

The insurance industry 
will cover about $65 billion 
of all losses from such catas¬ 
trophes, the study showed, 
ticking in above the average 
for the past 10 years. 

It nevertheless marked a 
significant drop from 2011, 
when massive earthquakes 
and flooding forced insurers 
to dish out more than $120 
billion to cover disaster-re¬ 
lated losses. 

Natural catastrophes alone 
this year will lead to more 
than 11,000 deaths and $60 
billion in insured claims, 
Swiss Re said in a statement. 

But after two years when 
natural disasters such as the 
devastating Haiti earthquake 
and Pakistan floods were 


largely concentrated in Asia 
Pacific and South America, 
”2012 is dominated by large, 
weather-related losses in the 
US,” it added. 

The ”top-five insured loss 
events” had all happened in 
the United States, it pointed 
out. They included Hurricane 
Sandy which wreaked havoc 
across the east coast of the 
country, as well as in the 
Caribbean and the Bahamas 
at the end of October. 

"Estimates for the insured 
cost of the devastation are be¬ 
tween $20 and $25 billion,” it 
said, though ”it is still too soon 
to gauge the final overall dam¬ 
age.” 

In addition, extremely dry 
weather conditions in the 
United States had led to ”one 
of the worst droughts in re¬ 
cent decades, affecting more 
than half of the country,” the 
study showed. Drought-re¬ 
lated agricultural losses there 
were expected to well to $11 
billion, it added.

NFL: Bengals, Colts, Seahawks will reach playoffs 
with wins

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Cincinnati Bengals, Indi¬ 
anapolis Colts and Seattle Sea- 


hawks will clinch National 
Football League playoff 
berths with triumphs Sunday 
while two last spots might not 
be settled until the last games. 

The penultimate week of 
the gridiron campaign looms 
with New England, Denver 
and Houston having clinched 
division titles, and thus play¬ 
off berths, in the American 
Conference while Baltimore 
has sealed a post-season spot 
as well. 

In the National Conference, 
Green Bay and Atlanta have 
secured divisional crowns and 
San Francisco has claimed a 
playoff berth, but three playoff 
spots remain up for grabs be¬ 
tween a half-dozen con¬ 
tenders. 

Indianapolis (9-5) would 
clinch an American Confer¬ 
ence berth with a victory at 
Kansas City (2-12) and 
Cincinnati (8-6) would do the 
same by winning at Pitts¬ 
burgh, where the Steelers (7- 
7) must win to sustain any 
playoff hopes. 

A Cincinnati victory would 
also secure a playoff spot for 
2012 top NFL Draft pick An¬ 
drew Luck’s Colts even if they 
lose to the Chiefs, who share 
the NFL's worst record, and

best chance at 2013's top 
pick, with Jacksonville. 

Seattle (9-5) would 
clinch a National Confer¬ 
ence playoff spot with a 
victory at home over NFC 
West division rival San 
Francisco (10-3 with one 
drawn) and push the fight 
for the divisional title into 
the final week of the sea¬ 
son. 

"We’re both great 
teams that want to win," 
said Seattle rookie quar¬ 
terback Russell Wilson. 

"It’s going to be a one of 
a kind (atmosphere). This 
is the best place to play in 
the NFL in terms of the 
energy." 

The 49ers would clinch 
the division crown and 
secure a first-round play¬ 
off bye with a victory and 
a loss by Green Bay (10- 

4) to visiting Tennessee (5-9). 

Atlanta (12-2) would claim 

a first-round bye with a victory 
Saturday at Detroit (4-10) and 
would seize the home-field 
edge in the National Confer¬ 
ence playoffs if Green Bay and 
San Francisco both lose. 

The other two vacant play¬ 
off spots are for the NFC East 
champion — a fight between 
the Dallas Cowboys, Washing¬ 
ton Redskins and reigning 
Super Bowl champion New 
York Giants — and an NFC 
wild-card team, which feature 
those three teams plus 
Chicago and Minnesota. All of 
them have 8-6 records. 

The Redskins would clinch 
a playoff spot, but not the di¬ 
vision crown, with a victory at 
Philadelphia (4-10) and losses 
by the Giants at Baltimore (9- 

5) , Minnesota at Houston (12- 
2) and Chicago at Arizona 
(5-9). 

The Giants would take a 
playoff spot with losses by 
Washington, Minnesota, 
Chicago and Dallas, which 
plays host to New Orleans (6-8). 

If Baltimore wins or 
Cincinnati loses, the Ravens 


will clinch the AFC North 
crown and give the AFC re¬ 
peat champions in all four di¬ 
visions, an unprecedented feat 
since the four-division format 
was adopted a decade ago. 

Other games Sunday find 
New England at Jacksonville, 
Oakland at Carolina, Buffalo 
at Miami, San Diego at the 
New York Jets, St. Louis at 
Tampa Bay and Cleveland at 
Denver. 

Minnesota running back 
Adrian Peterson is 293 yards 
shy of Eric Dickerson's one- 


season NFL rushing record of 
2,105 yards, set in 1984 when 
he was with the then-Los An¬ 
geles Rams, with games re¬ 
maining against the Texans 
and Green Bay. 

Detroit receiver Calvin 
Johnson, leading the NFL with 
1,667 reception yards, is 
threatening Jerry Rice's one- 
season reception yardage 
record of 1,848 set in 1995 
with the 49ers. The Lions face 
Atlanta and Chicago in the 
next two wee
